Board to appoint legal counsel with the approval of the County Council;
specifying that certain restrictions apply to legal counsel and staff assigned to
the Board; requiring that county personnel policies and rules apply to certain
persons and expenses; making technical corrections; and generdly relaing to
the Dorchester Board of License Commissioners.
